POSTMORTEM 10 
SOLVE CAUSE OF 





Aunt of Boy Employes Physi- 
cians When County Officials 
Refuse. 


Mrs. Mary Heinze, dissatisfied with 
the St. Louis County Coroner’s verdict 
of suicide in the case of Samuel White- 
side Jr., who was found dead last Sat- 
urday in«the residence of C. H. Brooks, 
Spring aventie and St. Charles Rock 
Road, employed physicians Saturday 
to make a private post-mortem ex- 
amination of the body. 

Whiteside, who was 17 years old, 
was a nephew of Mrs. Heinze. She 
declared that it was her belief that 
the boy had _.been killed. 

Mrs. Heinze called on Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney Settle at Clay- 
ton Saturday and tried to have the 
inquest reopened. Settle said the 
facts show that the boy had killed 
himself by taking carbolic acid and 
that there was nothing further for 
the county authorities to do. Mrs. 
Heinze was accompanied by Mrs. Mary 


Whiteside, grandmother, of the boy. 


The funeral had been delayed until 
Saturday afternoon to await arrival of 
the boy’s father from Mexico. Mrs. 
Heinze said a-further delay would be 
necessary.

Feeling Is Intense, 

Mrs. Henzie said Saturday morn- 
ing that there was intense feeling on 
the subject in the nelfghborhood of 
Spring avenue and the St. Charles 
Rock road, and that the Rev. Mr. 
Waldbrink, who was to conduct the 
funeral services, had said to her: “If 
there is any demonstration at the 
grave, keep calm and leave it to me.” 

Mrs. Henzie also said that a watch, 
diamond stud and $26 in the posses- 
sion of Whiteside had disappeared. 

‘“T was not allowed to see my 
nephew,” says Mrs. Henzie, “when I 
went to the home of C. H. Brooks, 
where he is supposed to have taken 
ecarbolic acid. I*was told that if I tried 
to come in. the house my face would be 
mashed with a frying pan. 

“They say he took carbolic acia at 
6:20 Friday evening and lived until 1 
o'clock Saturday afternoon, which is 
not at all probable.” 

Mrs. Susie Chivington, another aunt 
of the dead boy, says that she was with 
him Friday night, and that early Sat- 
urday morning the boy rallied, and 
looked as if he was about to speak. 
Before he did so, a woman who was 
present said: “Keep your mouth shut, 
Sammy! You'll get us all in trou- 


ble.”’ - 


Mrs. Henzie said she had often warned 
her nephew not to frequent the society 
of a woman in the neighborhood, or he 
would surely get into trouble with the 
woman's husband. 

According to Mrs. Henzie, the verdict 
of the Cordner’s jury that the death of 
the boy was due to carbolic acid, was 
made without the use of a stomach 
pump to decide what he had swallowed, 
the usual procedure in such cases.

OH ALONS-SUR-MARNE, France, 
Sept. 2—A great crowd assembled 
here taday to witness the finish of 
the army* maneuver flights between 
suc and this city was overcome with 
horror when news was received that 
two of the eight contestants had beén 
killed in the flight, 

Lieut. Jacques de Grailly was 
burned to death in his machine while 
in full flight. Capt. De Camine, 
looked upon as one of the best avia- 
tors in the French military service, 
was crushed to death under the en- 
gine of his machine after falling 
from a great height. 

The other six army officers finished 

the flight without mishap. Patiently 
the crowd waited for the arrival of 
De Grailly and De Camine. 
After nearly an hour of suspense 
message was sent to the starting 
point. The answer was an official 
army dispatch telling of the tragic 
deaths of the two missing aviators. 

In the official gazette this morn- 
ing Lieut. De Grailly was mentioned 
for distinguished services and as- 
signed to special duty with the army 
aviation corps. 

De Gamine was looked upon as one of 
the most promising flyers in the mill- 
tary service. 

The’ right wing of his aeroplane be- 
came detached and the machine, weigh- 
ingg 1200 pounds, plunged about six hun- 
dred feet. It landed in a ditch. Farmers 
who ran to-xaid De Camine found him 
dead.

An instant later he 
rushed back to his grandfather's 
room, screaming that his father was 
dead. 

Garrison Sr., who is 65 years old, 
notified the hotel management, and 
Manager McCusker hastened to the 
room with Dr. L. Adam, the house 
physician. .Dy. Adam said Garrison 
had been dead four or five ‘hours. 

Dr. Adam said that Garrison, be- 
sides suffering from a kidney disease, 
intestinal disorders and hay fever, 
also was a-victim of neuresthenia. 

Body te Be Brought Here. 


After hearing Dr. Adam's decision, 
McCusker summoned Coroner Fern- 
berg. Arrangements for removal of

State Food and Drug Commis- 
sioner Challenges Buckland, 
the St. Louis Chemist. 








Dr. W. P. Cutler of Columbia, State 
l‘ood and Drug Commissioner, came to 
St. Louis Saturday and issued a chal- 
lenge to City Chemist Buckland to co- 
operate with him in cleaning up the St. 
Louis milk situation. 

“*T have no controversy with Mr. Buck- 
land,’’ said Dr. Cutler to a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter, “‘but he has complained 
that. information contained in my last 
bulletin does not fairly repr.sent the St. 
Louis milk situation. The bulletin con- 
tained nothing but facts. My saiuta- 
tion to the city chemist is: ‘Come on, 
Buckland, and [J*t's clean up the Bt. 
Louis milk situation.’ 

Number of Tests. 

“T have just returned from a food 
congress at Duluth, Minn., and one 
of my inspectors has called my at- 
tention to criticisms that have been 
made of my last report, which con- 
tained the statement that tests 
showed some St. Louis milkmen to 
be watering their milk heavily and 
others skimming it, some of it run- 
ning as low as one-half per cent 
butter fat. 

“Of the tests made of St. Louis 
milk 11 were made at the request of 
Mr. Fitzwilliam, Mr. Buckland’s as- 
sistant. The samples were furnished 
by him, and he did the work. The 
others were made at the request of 
private individuals. The number of 
tests was not large. There is no 
pretense of stating in the bulletin 
that a large number of tests were 
made. The exact number of tests 
made and the results of each are 
shown. I am unable to see what 
justification there can be for a com- 
plaint that the bulletin, giving only 
these facts, does not fairly repre- 
sent the St. Louis situation. 

Offers Use of His Men. 

“On account of St. Louis having a 
milk inspection . department it has 
been my practice to make only suca 
tests as are requested. I did not 
want to be in the attitude of seeming 
to butt in on the St. Louis situation. 
I am not antagonizing the work in 
St. Lontis nor criticising it, but Mr. 
Buckland complains that he has not 
sufficient inspectors to do the work 
properly. Now, I have seven inspec- 
tors who are available for work in 
St. Louis. 

“If. Buckland will agree to appear 
in court and furnish chemical evi- 
dence, I will have my men do the 
inspecting and furnish the samples, 
and we'll clean up the milk situation 
in St. Louls. If either Buckland or 
the Health Department will request 
me to come into the city I will come 
and the work will be well done. 

“Milk is one of the most important 
of the food products. It should not 
only. be clean, but whole in butter 
fats and solids. The health of the 
community hinges to a great extent 
on the milk supply. It has seemed to 
me that the city ought to take care 
of its own milk situation, but if the 
city wants my assistance it.can have 
it. Come on, Buckland, and let’s 
clean up the St. Louis milk situa- 
tion.”

Salary Measure Is Saved by Vote 
of Ninth Ward Delegate on 
Jail Bill Promise. 





TWO REPORTS SUBMITTED 





Kriesmann’s. Supporters Had 
Planned to/Defeat Health De- 
partment Ordinance. 


By promising to defeat a bill which 
Delegate John Becker of the Ninth 
Ward has been opposing for several 
months, members of the Kiel faction in 
the House of Delegates have won his 
support for the bill increasing the num- 
ber and salaries of employes in the 
Health Department. 

At the same time friends of the Health 
Department measure succeeded in pre- 
venting its death at Friday night’s 
meeting of the House, after Mayor 
Kreismann’s supporters had laid plans 
to ferce it to passage and overwhelm it. 

The bill in whose death Becker is so 
much interested authorizes an appropri- 
ation of $150,000 for a new city jail and 
the canstruction of 208 concrete cells. 
Becker has \been fighting for steel cells. 

Becker Failed Before. 

Several weeks ago Becker agreed to 
vote for the hospital bill, but changed 
his mind at the last moment, after the 
jail bill had been kiiled. The Board of 
Public Improvements reintroduced ‘the 
jail bill and at his insfanc@ it has been 
defeated a second time. In return for 
this favor the advocates of the hospital 
bill expect him to join them when that 
measure is put on its passage Tuesday 
night. 

At Friday night’s meeting of the 
House the special committee appointed to 
investigate conditions in the /city insti- 
tutions made two réports on the bill in- 
creasing the force of employes and their 
salaries. Chairman Hale and Delegates 
Ittner and Walker favored the bill’s 
passage. Delegates Igoe and Sommer- 
ich, the minority, declared against its 
adoption, Chairman Hale said he had 
no objection to bringing the measure 
before the House, but opposed action 
until the special committee had time ‘to 
prepare and submit its report as to 
conditions in the hospitals. He said 
the committee would be unanimous in 
most of its findings. 

Delegate Igce held that as the Hospi- 
ta! Board had asked the House to file 
the bill and as there was no hope of an 
agreement among members of the spe- 
cial committee, no more time should 
be wasted in its consideration. Dele- 
gate Sommerich expressed the sama 
view. 

‘About That $1,000,000. 

Replying to Igoe and Sommerich, 
Delegate Ittner of the majority, said 
that when the Hospital Board request- 
ed the withdrawal of the bill it was in 
the belief that there was no money to 
carry out its provisions. Since that 
time, Ittner declared, he had discovered 
that at least $1,000,000 is available. 

A motion to suspend the rules so 
that a vote on the bill might be taken 
at once failed to get two-thirds ma- 
jority. Thirteen delegates, among them 
Becker, opposed this plan. A sub- 
stitute by Becker, postponing . action 
until next Tuesday, was then carried. 
Those favoring an immediate vote were 
Eigel, Eilers, Gallagher, Gazzolo, Gev- 
ers, Glegerich, Gregory, Igoe, Lahiv, 
McCarthy, Oviatt, Rabenberg Scully, 
Sommerich and Speaker Lawton. They 
were ready to kill the bill if they 
could have got it before the House. 
Against a suspension of the rules were 
Barnett, Becker, Bischoff, Ebrecht.

Except in caring for the streets, providing 
splendid fire protection and fair police protec- 
tion, in collecting taxes and paying salaries, mu- 
nicipal efficiency is generally questioned. There 
is no graft apparent. Money greed and corrup- 
tion explain nothing. Ignorance, indifference, 
a dulled sense of responsibility, over-develop- 
ment of partisanship and spoils are contributing 
causes. 

Isn’t it time to take a municipal inventory, 
discover our assets and liabilities, apply the 
simple rules of economy and make a serious ef- 
fort to run the city according to modern meth- 
ods and approved rules?

THH FRANCHISE REPEAL. 

Delegate McCarthy, who has taken a course fn 
law since becoming a member of the Municipal 
Assembly, justified his vote against the repeal 
of the Southern Illinois Traction franchise last 
night on the ground that it tmpaired the obliga- 
tion of a contract and the Constitution renders 
invalid such laws. 

“Constitutfon,” ‘“tmpair” and other words rolled 
out as sonorously as though uttered by Senator 
“Bailey of Texas. 

At the time of the original passage of the 
franchise, votes {n its favor were being fustified 
on the ground that it could be repealed at any 
time and that the city would incur no Iiability 
through a withdrawal of the rights then con- 
ferred. 

If the city is to become involved itn litigation 
by reason of the repeal, it is better that the 
litigation should come now than later, when it 
will be more vexatious. If the city must make 
reparation because of a withdrawal of the rights 
unacted on, it can be made at less cost now 
than later. 

If damages should be assessed against the city, 
it would serve as a course of instruction to some 
delegates on the value of these franchises which 
are bestowed without proper safeguards. 

The Council should pass the bill without delay.

CHICAGO, Sept. 2—With the great- 
est of all wrestling championships only 
two days distant, this city is singularly 
apathetic, if wagering on the resit be a 
criterion.

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ANOTHER HISTORIO HIGHWAY. 

The Missouri idea in cross-state road building 
has spread to Oklahoma, Where three macadam 
highways from Kansas to Texas are now pro- 
jected. In the interest of one of the proposed 
roads, the Chisholm Trail Good Roads Associa- 
tion has been organized at Enid. 

Like the Santa Fe trail, selected as the official 
route in Missouri, the Chisholm trail represents 
history. For many years it was the sole route 
of travel and freighting from Wichita to Dallas 
and Fort Worth. A regular stage coach line 
carried supplies over it to the Southwestern In- 
dian agenejes and the Fort Reno and Fort §ill 
garrisons, and hundreds of thousands of Texas 
eattle annually kicked its dust in air on their 
way to market before the days of palace stock 
trains, run on passenger time. The new highway 
will be a memorial of those days and of Jesse 
Chisholm, the Scotch-Cherokee who first pusheg 
bis way 230 miles north from the Texas frontier,

THE SINCLAIR IDEAL. 

If a family were but a partnership of two; or 
if, after civilization has evolved the family to its 
present high estate, we were prepared to allow 
it to fall back to a condition of mere animalism, 
the Sinelair plea for absolute freedom from iegal 
restraint in marriage would be worth considering. 
In a world of men and women without possible 
offspring, it is evident that the only consideia- 
tion would be that each should find his mate so 
that peace and harmony might reign. Thero 
“would be no posterity to be injured. Nothing 
‘would have to be considered but present eomfort 
and individual happiness. 

But the fact that the modern family usually 
has its tendrils in the future as well as its roots 
in the past—-that children and children’s children 


_ pre essential factors of its endurance—makes any 
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plea for the Sinclair ideal sophistical as ignoring 
the facts. 

There are those who believe that, in the matter 
of the family, we have come to the parting of the 
ways, and that we are shortly to take a step in 
evolution—rather a leap—that wijl practically 
revolutionize the family, if not abolish it by 
legalizing “trial marriage,” “trial divorce,” and 
other startling propositions for moral and social 
experiments. The wish is undoubtedly father to 
the thought in this movement. Nothing but pro- 
miscuity could result from the trial marriage. 

A patent thing is that the advocates of these 
innovations in legal form consider only thém- 
elves. The father or mother whose motives are 
all selfish is not the one who ig to make rules for 
all of us. (

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CONTROLLED MAREETS. 

Indianapolis is attempting to learn how and 
why. its market for food products is controlled. 
When the restriction of the market has »-en 
charged against the railroads, part of their suc- 
cessful defense is the statement of Mr. J. RB. Mc- 
Neeley, traffic clerk, that he had seen carloads of 
melons left to rot in Indianapolis freight yards 
because it was feared that marketing them wou!d 
“bring down the price.” | 
- (This leaves little to be explained. Every city 
has now the same problem whieh exists in In- 
dianapolis as an incident of systematie under-dis- 
tribution. The railroad system of the country 
is not yet perfect. Its methods may be objected 
to for cause, but as a whole, it is a system of dis- 
tribution in good faith. It exists to distribute 
what is needed from every point where it is pro- 
duced to every point where the demand for it is 
strong enough to move it. Whatever else is said 
of them, railroads this year ean and do “deliver 
the goods,” including the food supply, in the 
abundance neceggary for comfortable living. Even 
in cases where railroad rates are most complained 
of these rates inelyded in the prices of food do 
not prevent its distribution. 

Since, with all their faults, railroads are actual 
distributers, they are not controlling the market 
of St. Leuls or Indianapolig against the consum- 
er, but are supplying it. The ebvious fact of the 

_ present is that their supply is reaching controlled 
markets. The system which closes them is in- 
tended to distribute only enough to collect the 

highest possible price without "breaking” it. That 
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UNIONISM AND JUSTICE. 
Economic interest attaches to the disagree- 
ment between the Union Pacific system and its 
shop employes. There may or may not be a 
great strike involving the losses that are inevi- 
table when a great railroad system is tied up and 
an industrial army becomes idle. With such 
affairs and their results we are all familiar. 
But the preliminary negotiations in this case 
have brought to light in emphatic form the faet 
that no progress has been made toward com- 
promise or adjustment of the fundamental dif- 
ferences between employer and employed. 
Strikes for higher wages, better shop conditions, 
better treatment or a clearer understanding of 
their respective rights are not so difficult to ad- 
just. Reason asserts itself in the end and sen- 
sible men always find a solution. But a strike 
for what organized labor -has established as the 
fundaments of its code brings the employed not 
only into conflict with employers but with other 
fundaments, viz., those of liberty itself. 

For instance in this railroad case ynionism 
demands recognition of a new federation of em- 
ployes, made up of different trades. This is 
merely an extension of an existing agreement 
which the railroad authorities are at liberty to 
make if they wish. It provides for a closed shop 
—that 4s, compulsory membership in a specified 
union for every man employed. This is obvious- 
ly the exercise of tyrranical power. 

At this point the union departs from negotija- 
tion »with the railroad and begins to negotiate 
with the people for a change of fundamental 
principles, of which one is the unrestricted right 
to labor. The individual may barter away this 
right if he pleases, but in justice he cannot be 
deprived of it or coereed into yielding it up. 

The demands in this case also set a limit on 
the number of apprentices. In operation it may 
be a trifle; in prineiple it cannot be approved, 
It is a favorite ‘:bor method, but an evil one. 
It closes the door of opportunity and denies to 
youth the chance for the training which leads to 
expert craftmanship. 

There is also a provision that “no employe 
shall work by the piece, premium or bonus sys- 
tem.” That is to say, efficiency is penalized or 
unrewarded, and individyal capacity or skill 
counts for nothing. A dead level of ability is 
established and the average must be near that 
of the poorest workman, 

We have no quarrel with an organization 
which can get out of any employer the best 
agreement possible. But no one can condone 
such a bald effort to establish a monopoly which 
inevitably curtails human liberty, restricts op- 
portunity and penalizes efficiency. Standard Oil 
did it and was dissolved. The Tobacco Trust 
did it and met the same fate. Organized labor 
cannot do it and hope for final victory, Justice 
must be recognized. Where organized labor 
places its perpetuation before justice and gains, 
if it does gain, power at the price of a greater 
freedom, it must be a temporary victory that 
will be turned to defeat. To organized labor we 
look for greater fairness and a finer apprecia- 
tion of that form of liberty which is bound to 
assert itself.

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SABOTAGE. 

When strikers burn freight cars and night rid- 
ers destroy growing or gathered tobacco crops or 
organized ironworkers blow up industrial plants, 
we have no word in the English language that spe- 
cifically describes the act. 

Probably we shall have to borrow such a word 
from France. There they have @ definite term to 
apply to the deliberate destruction of property, 
when the motive is furtherance of a cause or ter- 
rorism with other ends in view, Railroad acci- 
dents caused by strikers who were refused rein- 
statement last year, the spilling of champagne by 
wine growers, the destruction of garden truck by 
wien in protest against hign prices — called 
“sabotage by the French. 

It is a more wickedly vicious weapon than even 
the boycott, for which the English language sup- 
plied a word te the world, At present English 
words, that accurately and adequately describe 
it may be found, but they are profane words, 
inhibited by good usage under all but exception- 
al circumstances. 
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A tribe of Indiang which had never seen a 
white man is said to have had that misfortune 
when the explorer, Vilhjmar §tefanson, led an 
expedition from the American Museum of Nat- 
ural History into the extreme north of British 
Columbia this summer. 
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A LESSON FROM LEONARDO. 

The thief who stole the ‘Mona Lisa” has be- 
come a public educator. He is making Leonardo 
da Vinci’s work more interesting to the publie 
of Europe and America than it ever was before. 
Perhaps before the discussion of the “elusive 
smile’ on the face of the portrait is over the 
twentieth century may learn what Leonardo meant 
by begging the pardon of posterity for his failure 
in life. This he did in his epitaph. He apologized 
to posterity that in giving it his best, he had 
failed in the work of a life, dévoted to finding the 
secret of the best. 

In the nineteenth century Hallam studied the 
fragments which are left to show what this man, 
living just at the elose of the “Dark Ages,” did 
in trying to fit himself for his work, Hallam 
found that back of the failure he confegsed, he 
had won “almost preternatura] knowledge.” He 
had studied human life on earth, the earth itself, 
and the universe, until in his failure were eoem- 
prehended the ideas which made success for Kep- 
ler and Newton. “The very theories of modern 
geology are anticipated by Da Vinci.” 

Such a man must have worked in the same 
way, if he had worked at bricklaying instead of 
‘art.” He worked for. eomprehension. What we 
treasure as his masterpieces, he theught of as hig 
failures. When hig grasp of the meaning of the 
highest civilization appeared “almost preternatu- 
ral” to Hallam, it weg gtill to him only the “elus- 
ive smile” on the face of his own master theught. 
‘Thieves who steal or monopolists whose money 
controls the visible expressions of such minds, 
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mento of Da Vinel's mind, any one of his pictures 
may have less value in itself than the work of 


a song.” But those who learn life by Da Vinci's 
method, gain his best as it belongs to life in all 
its ages. f

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THE CORPORATE FRANKENSTEIN. 
‘ When. the. disorganization of two great trusts 
which is proceeding under the mandate of the 
Supreme Court has been completed, a decrease 
in the capitalization of the parent companies that 
formed the backbone of each will follow as a mat- 
ter of course. Supposing the process had been re- 
versed and the capitalization decrease had come 
first, would disorganization have followed as a 
matter of necessity? 

We cannot be too sure about tnat. We may, 
howeyer, be reasonably sure that if there had 
been originally such legal limits as would restrict 
corporate capitalization to amounts below those 
requisite to typical trust operations in a popuious 
country of continental extent, there never would 
have been any trusts in the first place. 

The abuse of watered stock and the abuse of 
unlimited corporate capitalization are related but 
not identical. Stock issues of by no means exces- 
sive amounts may be heavily watered and stock 
which has back of every dollar of it assets of 
an equal amount may be in excess of any needs 
other than those looking to the creation of a mo- 
ndpoly, President Edward H. Farrer of Louisiana 
told the American Bar Association that@under the 
permissive latitude giving rise to goa elo 
great corporate Frankensteins have been ereated 
that spread terror and threaten destruction. In 
41 of the 45 states no limit is placed on corporate 
capitalization, Only 21 states prohibit perpetual 
charters. No state prohibits dummy directors, 
From the defeetive and unwise laws Mr. Farrer 
describes in 45 states, the corporate and financial 
evils that have grown under them might be ac- 
curately predicted and minutely catalogued by one 
without present knowledge of those evils them- 
selves. 

Legal restrictions confining capitalization to 
reasonable limits and oiitlawing watered capital{- 


problem of the trust, the problem of the sup- 
pressed competitive element in transportation, the 
problem of rate regulation. What incentive would 
remain for the formation of a tobacco trust, if its 
watered stock could not be issued for the enrich- 
ment of its organizers in stock jobbing? 

What instrument more reliable in trust-busting 
than one which would deny to any corporation in 
any state the capitalization without which trans- 
actions on the scale of the operations of the to- 
bacco combine in restraint of trade would be im- 
possible?

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ROUTINE SPECIALISTS. 

In aviation, as in everything else, our Gov- 
ernment experts are doing as well as anyone has 
a right to expect, and somewhat better.

When in any line this year, a world record is 
unexpectedly made in such a way that advance 
will date from it, it will not come from experts 
doing their routine duty under orders, They 
have no freedom of initiative sueh ag belongs to 
the unpaid yolunteers of progress who sacrifice 
everything of less consequence for the sake of it. 
When it is said that these are not spoiled by 
“stall-feeding,” it does not discredit those who

LONDON, Sept. 3.—<An international divorce 
Quest‘on was brought up tn the House of Lords 
recently when a full pardon was granted to Earl 
Russell, convicted 10 years ago of bigamy and 
sentenced to a short term of imprisonment. 

His was one of the few trials of a peer by the 
peers in recent years, and for that reason at- 
tracted much attention. 

Earl Russell was married in 1890 and the union 
proved unhappy for both, persons. Fileven years 
later he went to Nevwada and obtained a divorce, 
and to do so had to establish a residencé in that 
State. While waiting for the decree the Earl saw 
much of the Wild West and became a well-known 
figure around Carson City, Reno, Rawhide anid 
other mining towns.

Devices to save human lives and hu- 
man characters as well will be found in 
great profusion at the Internationa] Hx- 
nositions of Inventions to be held at the 
St. Louis Coliseum, “Washington and 
Jefferson avenues, beginning the week 
of Sept. 11 and continuing for six days. 

One inventor has engaged space for 
exhibiting a car-fender, another for a 
device to prevent the raising of checks, 
another a train dispatcher’s chart to 
prevent collisions; still another entrant 
would take us back to the age of mira- 
cles by making fish of man by adding 
swimming fins tg our means of loco- 
motian. 

The Exposition of Inventions has at- 
tracted wide-spread attention in all 
parts of this cdOuntry and in Europe. 
The mail of Manager F. W. Payne is 
flooded with inquiries from. real and 
near inventors, To insure yisitorgs to 
the EXxxposition against the latter, a 
Technical Committee, composed of five 
of the most skillful mechanics and acti- 
entists in St, Louis will examine every 
patent submitted for display at the 
show. If to them it does not seem prac- 
tical it will not be admitted. 

Registers Train Movements. 

A railway safety device which gwi!l 
be shown is a magnificent registry of 
the movements of a train. The move- 
ments of a train is registered on’ a 
chart from the moment it leaves the 
Station until it reaches its destination. 
If another train enters the section or 
“block,” or if a train takes the wrong 
track, the dispatcher can “see” it by 
watching the registering on the chart. 
If it is an unauthorized train all the 
telegraph and telephone facilities* at 
hand can be put to work to stop it be- 
fore a@ collision comes. By being able 
to trace the movements of the trains 
fn this manner, it ig possible for the 
operator to know just where, when and

A large bumper on the front of the car 
knock the victim-to-be down and into 
such convenient proneness that the 
fender proper finds it easy to pick him 
up. 

The fender is attached to the bottom 
of the car just in front of the front 
wheels, and it is impossible for a body 
to pass under it. The inventor is will- 
ing to give a practical demenstration 
by throwing himself in front of a fast 
moving car, provided Capt. Robert Mc- 
Culloch will allow him to equip a car 
with his fender and bumper.
